Employment  in  the  leading  industries  in  February  was  2 $  below  the  previous  month  and 
about  Vf>  lower  than  last  year  at  this  time.  Seasonal  declines  were  shown  in  TRADE,  CONSTRUC¬ 
TION,  FOOD,  etc.,  while  LOGGING  and  TEXTILES,  advanced  over  the  month.  Compared  with  last 
year,  employment  registered  the  greatest  drops  in  LOGGING,  NON-FERROUS  METAL  PRODUCTS,  IRON 
and  STEEL,  and  TEXTILES  and  showed  gains  in  COMMUNICATIONS,  CONSTRUCTION  and  TRADE.  Employ¬ 
ment  in  TRANSPORTATION  was  2.8$>  below  last  year  and  45$  behind  January  this  year  owing  in 
part  to  the  prolonged  coal  strike  in  the  U.S.A.  (Table  l) 


Employment  in  MA.NUFACTURING  increased  in  eight  zones  of  the  Province  over  the  month 
but  dropped  in  thirteen  areas  in  relation  to  a  year  ago.  (Table  2  and  Charts  pp.  7-8) 


The  number  of  unemployed  persons  reached  a  total  of  102,237  on  March  30, 
ompared  with  64,933  a  year  ago.  (Table  4)

Employment  and  Payrolls  and  Average  Weekly  Earnings  in  the 
Leading  Manufacturing  Industries  of  Ontario  by  Zones _ 

Employment  increased  in  eight  zones  in  February  over  the  previous  month,  the  largest 
jumps  occurring  in  the  Lakehead  (l8),  Kawartha  (10),  and  Upper  Thames  (5)  zones.  The  most 
significant  decreases  in  employment  were  evident  in  the  St.  Clair  River  (7),  Sault  (17) 
and  Lake  Erie  (l4)  areas.  Compared  with  February,  1949,  employment  dropped  in  thirteen 
zones,  the  largest  decreases  being  shown  in  the  Blue  Water  (9),  and  Quinte  (ll)  areas. 
Notable  increases  in  employment  over  the  year  were  shown  in  the  Border  (6)  and  Kawartha 
Lakes  (10)  zones. 

Total  payrolls  were  up  in  all  zones  except  Quinte  (ll)  in  February  over  the  previous 
month.  Compared  with  a  year  ago  payrolls  showed  a  marked  decrease  in  the  Blue  Water  (9) 
zone  and  a  sharp  increase  in  the  Kawartha  Lakes  (10)  area. 

Average  weekly  earnings  jumped  over  the  month  in  all  areas  except  the  Nickel  Range 
(16)  where  a  fractional  decrease  occurred  and  in  relation  to  a  year  ago  sixteen  zones  show 
increases .

Leading  Mine  Operators  in  Ontario  by  Zones'*^' 


Employment  in  the  leading  mines  of  Ontario  was  relatively  unchanged  in  February,  three 
zones  showing  moderate  increases  and  three  registering  small  decreases  over  the  month.  In 
relation  to  last  year,  the  Sault  area  recorded  an  increase  of  26  points. 

Payrolls  increased  in  all  areas  except  the  Nickel  Range  over  the  month  and  in  relation 
to  February,  1949,  the  Sault  zone  showed  a  jump  of  95  points. 

Average  weekly  earnings  increased  in  five  of  the  six  zones  over  the  month  and  in  four 
areas  in  comparison  with  last  year.

Statistics  Relating  to  Unemployment 


The  number  of  per son, s  seeking  employment  reached  a  peak  of  103,618  in  the 
third  week  of  March  and  presently  stands  at  102,237  (March  30,  1950)  •  This  compares 
■with  a  total  of  64 ,933  persons  on  the  same  date  a  year  ago.  The  regular  seasonal 
decline  in  unemployment  has  been  late  in  arriving  this  year  owing  in  part  to  unfavour¬ 
able  weather  conditions . 

The  ratio  of  unplaced  applicants  to  unfilled  vacancies  in  the  Province  rose 
to  12:1  on  March  9,  1950  anl  currently  stands  at  about  11:1.  The  employment  picture 
continues  to  be  most  favourable  in  the  Metropolitan  (l),  Upper  Thames  (5)  and  Upper 
Grand  River  (8)  Zones  while  unemployment  increased  substantially  over  the  month  in  the 
Border  (6),  Ottawa  Valley  (13),  Clay  Belt  (15),  Nickel  Range  (l6),  and  Lakehead  (l8) 
Zones .  ,
